An earthquake shook the city at 
6:47 p. rn. last evening. 
Several buildings were reported 
to have been slightly damaged. 
Bricks falling from a building at 
Sixth street and Grand avenue in­ 
jured a man passing by. 
Office buildings were shaken so 
severely that many of their occu­ 
pants fled from them. 
The shock was

reports to the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph company, Whittier, Cov­ 
ina and other inland points report­ 
ing they had noticed the quake.

damage had been reported. 
Several cracks were made in the 
walls of the city jail. 
Electric lights and gas connec­ 
tions of the town of Inglewood, 
ten miles southwest of ‘Los Angles, 
wTere cut off by the earthquake.

Since 1903 he has been president 
of the First National Bank of Jer­ 
sey City and in 1912, upon the 
election of Woodrow Wilson as gov­ 
ernor and the control of the New 
Jersey legislature by the democratic 
party he was elected State Control­ 
ler of the Treasury. 
In the six 
years he served as Controller he 
established what wras 
called 
the 
“pay-as-^ou-go” policy for New Jer­ 
sey, a systematic plan of drawing 
upon state appropriations by var­ 
ious beards, departments and state 
institutions.

as State Senator.

SUBJECTS TAX 


Gains for 1919 Must Be Figured 
Under U. S. Law— Returns 
Due March .15. 


LAND SALE PROFITS TAXABLE. 


Necessary Farm Expenses May Be 
Deducted—Special Form for Farm 


Income— Cash or Accrual 
Basis for Computing. 


San Francisco Auditorium, Where Democrats Meet 


A farmer, shopkeeper or tradesman 
must figure up his net income for 1919; 
and if the farm or business income 
plus his other income was sufficient to 
require an Income tax return a com­ 
plete return must be filed with the col­ 
lector of internal revenue by March 15. 
A farmer should ascertain the gross 
Income of his farm by computing all 
gains derived from the sale or ex­ 
change of his products, whether pro­ 
duced on the farm or purchased and 
resold. 
Farm Expenses. 
From his gross income a farmer Is 
allowed to charge off all of his neces­ 
sary expenses in the conduct of the 
farm during the year. 
These include 
costs of planting, cultivating, harvest­ 
ing and marketing. 
In addition to 
these costs he may deduct money spent 
for ordinary farm tools of short life 
bought during the year, such as shov­ 
els, rakes, etc. Also, the cost of feed 
purchased for his live stock may be 
treated as an expense In so far as this 
cost represents actual outlay, but the 
value of his own products fed to ani­ 
mals Is not a deductible Item. 
Other farm expenses allowable are 
the cost of minor repairs on buildings 
(but not the dwelling house), on fences, 
wagons and farm machinery; also bills 
paid for horseshoeing, stock powders, 
rock salt, services of veterinary, Insur­ 
ance (except on dwelling house), gaso­ 
line for operating power and sundry 
other expenses which were paid for in 
cash.

An adequate market value for li­ 
brary service is the greatest need 
confronting the public libraries in 
America today, in the opinion of 
the members of the American Li­ 
brary association. Reports reaching 
the East Central library from the 
annual coference of the A. L. A. 
recently 
conducted 
at 
Colorado 
Springs, indicate that the problem 
of low salaries was the outstanding 
feature of 
the 
“keynote” 
speech 
of the president of the association, 
Chalmers Hadley, librarian of the 
Denver public library. An assistant 
in the public library of a large 
middle west city declared that the 
war 
had 
taught 
librarians 
and 
teachers 
alike 
that 
renumerative 
occupations were open to them, and 
that of the many assistants who had 
left the library in question to take 
up war work, only one has return­ 
ed. Librarians reported a general 
shortage of library assistants all 
over the cfountry a’nd urged the 
organization of workers through the 
aid of the American Library asso­ 
ciation as a solution. 
The 
700 
librarians 
adopted 
a 
resolution urging all library trustees 
to “labor earnestly to have salary 
scales so increased that the younger 
members of their states shall re­ 
ceive sufficient pay for a decent 


livelihood and that increases shall 
be given for experience and attain­ 
ments, that the best minds may be 
induced to enter the service and 
remain in it. 
The “Books 
fer 
Everybody” movement, 
which 
is 
raising a “Books for Everybody” 
fund of $2,000,000 for library ex­ 
tension in America, was hailed as an 
enterprise which would better the 
status of librarians.
